REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board of North Hampton: 


I hereby submit to you my first annual report as 
superintendent of the public schools of North Hampton. 

Assuming the duties of my office on Octber 1, 1925, 
I have barely had time to become acquainted with the 
schools and the community, to know the problems which 
the schools confront and to begin to study the best meth- 
od of meeting those problems. 

I find the town divided into two distinct school dis- 
tricts as far as elementary school children are concerned. 
The Little River district has in the six grades only pupils 
sufficient for one teacher.’ The Center district has 
enough pupils to require two teachers, each instructing 
three grades. All of the pupils of the seventh and eighth 
grades are accommodated in a third room at the Center 
building. This arrangement gives the teachers a fair 
number of pupils with which to work, although the class- 
es at the Little River school are too small for the best of 
results. A class with less than four pupils and a school 
with less than twenty pupils cannot do for those pupils 
what a larger class and a larger school can do. Classes 
of one or two pupils lack the healthy rivalry and stimu- 
lation to effort which larger classes can give. In many 
respects it would be better for the pupils in the very 
small classes at the Little River school to attend the school 
at the Center. The pupils of the high school grades, 9 to 
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12, are sent to High Schools and Academies in other 
towns and their tuition paid by the Town. A list of the 
pupils in the high schoo! grades follows this report. 

The same teachers who taught at the Center School 
last year have been continued this year. This should be 
a decided advantage. 

Several measures have been taken to increase the 
efficiency of the schools. An intelligence examination 
was given to all the pupils of the seventh and eighth 
grades. This gives the teachers a fair estimate of the 
abiiity of the classes and enables them better to fit the 
work of the different subjects to the ability of the class 
and in a smaller degree to the varying capacities of the 
individual pupils. 

In an attempt to find out how our pupils’ knowledge 
and skill in arithmetic compares with those of other 
towns and states, an arithmetic test was given to all 
pupils of the fifth, sixth and seventh grades. 


Believing that the use of textbooks in spelling econ- 
omizes the time of both teacher and pupil and knowing 
that most pupils learn to spell with the eye rather than 
the ear, textbooks in this subject have been provided for 
the pupils of grades three to six inclusive. 

The issuance of monthly bulletins has been contin- 
ued and a series of teachers’ meetings has been begun to 
discuss school problems and improve the methods in use. 

To stimulate a healthy rivalry and interest, weekly 
bulletins showing'the standing of the 32 schols and seven 
districts in the Union have been issued. North Hampton 
schools have stood well in this regard. 

To observe and suggest improved methods in disci- 
pline, management and instruction—classroom visits to 
North Hampton scholos have been made during the last 
four months. 

Frequent inspection of the sanitary conditions of 
the buildings has been made. ‘There is need of further 
improvement in the freedom of the school floors from 
dust. 

I am glad to report an active Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciation in the Town. Through the efforts of this Asso- 
ciation and cooperation of the teachers the Center School 
has started the serving of hot lunches, a needed conven- 
lence. 

I would call your attention to the report of Dr, 
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Ward, the school physician, and urge parents to cooper- 
ate by heeding his suggestions for the improvement of 
the health of your children. Two forward steps need te 
be taken in this respect. First, the employment of a 
school nurse to follow up the work of the school doctor, 
instruct the pupils in health measures and advise the 
parents as to their duty in preserving the health of their 
children. Second, the continuance of the dental clinic. 
It is recognized that the proper care of the teeth is one 
of the most important of health measures. 


Asking your continued cooperation in further work 
towards increasing the service and efficiency of the 
schools of North Hampton, I submit this report.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


The third annual physical examination of the pupils 


of the North Hampton schools was made during the fall 


of the school year. It was indeed a pleasure to the 
writer to note the improvement that had occurred over 
the previous year. This improvement was especially 
noticeable in the children’s teeth, as during the previous 
year a dental clinic had been established and Dr. F. E. 
Meader, of Wolfeboro, secured to do the work. Out of 
a total enrollment of 90, 31 pupils, or 34%, took advan- 
tage of the opportunity to have their teeth treated. Cer- 
tainly co-operation on the part of the townspeople to this 
extent makes one feel that medical and dental work in 
the schools is fully believed in and appreciated. But it 
is only by constant repetition and follow-up work that 
results can be secured. |
